THE body of six-year-old Jairo Ducusin, the son 
of former Princess Alexandra Hospital nurse 
Jeffrey Ducusin who was killed in the Philippines 
typhoon, has been found at a mass burial site. 

Jairo’s mother Joy, already grieving for her hus¬ 
band, broke down in tears when she discovered a 
bag containg the boy’s body after it was recov¬ 
ered by rescue teams. 

Jairo, who was a pupil at St Luke’s Catholic 
Primary School in Pyenest Road, had been miss¬ 
ing since the disaster struck 12 days ago. His 
father and grandmother had already been 
declared dead. 

Mr and Mrs Ducusin worked as nurses at PAH

and had lived in Harlow for 10 years but returned 
home to the Philippines two months ago. Jairo 
grew up speaking only English. 

Mrs Ducusin, 37, who survived the storm that 
claimed more than 4,000 lives, identified her son 
from bodies sent to one of three mass burial sites 
in the country. 

“For several days I kept on searching for him 
but now I have found him,” she told reporters. 
“No words could really explain how painful it is.” 
This week Harlow residents rallied to support 


the town’s Filipino community. Three rooms 
have been filled with donations which will be 
shipped to the worst affected areas in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

A charity concert and a quiz night have also 
been organised to raise money to help support 
the relief effort. 

BuildAid, a Harlow-based family-run charity, 
has launched an appeal for funding to enable 
them to extend their ongoing aid programme to 
the displaced communities of the Philippines. 

BuildAid works with the affected communities 
by volunteering professional construction ser¬ 
vices, funding employment and building materi¬ 


als to reconstruct or replace community build¬ 
ings destroyed by the typhoon. 

On Tuesday Mrs Ducusin sobbed as she spoke 
of how she and her husband had decided to 
move back to the Philippines to start a new life 
before the typhoon smashed into Tacloban 
City. “It was so quick,” she told the Philippine 
national press. “All I remember was the water 
rising to the top of my house.” 

Jairo and his parents climbed onto the roof but 
were blown off by the 200mph winds of super 
typhoon Haiyan that struck on November 8.

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Four arrested 
in park rape 
investigation 

FOUR youths have been 
arrested on suspicion of 
rape in Harlow. 

Police were contacted on 
Monday following reports 
that a teenage girl had been 
sexually assaulted in a park 
area near Commonside 
Road and Maunds Hatch the 
previous evening. 

On Tuesday police officers 
arrested the four teenagers 
on suspicion of rape. 

All four have been released 
on bail until January 
pending further enquiries. 

Lock-up haul 
of stolen goods 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
worth of stolen goods have 
been recovered from a lock¬ 
up garage in Harlow. 

Police investigating a 
series of burglaries that took 
place in rural areas of Essex, 
Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire over the 
past seven months found 
more than 270 items 
including tools, push bikes, 
diving equipment, fishing 
tackle and gardening 
equipment at two garages - 
one in Harlow and the other 
in Surrey. 

Four people, including a 
37-year-old man from 
Harlow - were arrested 
earlier this month in 
connection with the police 
investigation - and are 
currently on bail.

Mrs Ducusin said she had 
scoured the debris left by the 
flood for days in the desperate 
hope of finding her son. “One of 
my neighbours sent me a text 
message saying that they had 
found a boy, like six years old 
with the green shirt and the 
stuffed toy,” she told GMA 
News. 


“My baby loves the stuffed toy 
so much because when he was 
born, even in the hospital, he got 
that stuffed toy. He called it 
Coco.” 

On Tuesday St Luke’s Catholic 
Primary School paid tribute to 
the family. Ann-Marie McCann, 
executive headteacher, told jour¬ 
nalists: “The family were very 
popular and very well-known in 
the area. It is awfully sad news.”

800 households are 
hit by bedroom tax

MORE than 800 households in 
Harlow are losing up to £800 a 
year as a result of the so-called 
‘bedroom tax’, offical figures 
have revealed. 

The controversial welfare reform 
sees housing benefit cut if some¬ 
one living in social housing is 
deemed to have an extra bedroom 
in their property. 

Housing associations, opposition 
politicians and charities have all 
condemned the under-occupancy 
penalty, which they say penalises 
the most vulnerable people in 
society. 

The Government argues the 
spare room subsidy will encour¬ 
age people with additional rooms 
to move to a smaller property. 

According to a recent National 
Housing Federation survey, some 
801 Harlow households have been 
ruled to have spare bedrooms and 
these tenants, on average, have 
seen their benefit cut by £831.12 
per year. 

The worst affected districts in 
the east of England are Norwich 
with 2,908 households, losing on 
average £699.58 as a result of the 
bedroom tax and Basildon with 
1,630 households, losing around 
£830.88. 

Parliamentary hopeful Suzy 
Stride criticised Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon for missing a debate on the 
bedroom tax last Tuesday which 
gave MPs the chance to vote to 
repeal housing benefit cuts for 
claimants with a spare bedroom. 


Ritchie to sing for Wembley crowd

“Eve not been to 
the new Wembley 
Stadium so Pm 
thrilled to be going 
out on to the pitch 
to soak up the 
atmosphere of the 
crowd.” 


Miss Stride said: “The vote gave 
MPs a chance to show where they 
stand and vote to repeal this 
unjust and unworkable policy. 
Robert Halfon showed where his 
priorities lie by not even turning 
up for the vote.” 

However Mr Halfon said: “This 
debate was about the Labour Party 
playing politics rather than look¬ 
ing for a real solution. 

“The average working person in 
Harlow pays £1,200 from their 
taxes on benefits. The Government 
is right to deal with the problem of 
overcrowding and ensure that 
lower earners are not hit unfairly 
by paying for people to have bigger 


houses than they have. 

“Finally, there is no such thing as 
a bedroom tax. A tax is a bill you 
receive from HMRC. The Labour 
Party know this as they introduced 
the single room supplement.” 

Councillor Rod Truan, Harlow 
Council’s cabinet portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “We don’t agree 
with the Government’s housing 
benefit changes and recognise 
how this has made it difficult for 
many residents. 

“We want to help tenants affect¬ 
ed to find ways to make finances 
more manageable by offering 
advice and support on coping with 
the changes.”

Waiting for buses denies me 
precious time with my baby 

SIR, I commute to London on a daily basis 
and I have lived at Church Langley on and 
off for eight years. 

During this time the bus service 
provided by Arriva Buses has steadily 
declined, especially when the service 
provided by SM Coaches ceased to operate 
in the Church Langley area a couple of 
years ago. 

Having just returned to work following 
time off for maternity leave, I am finding 
the appalling service more frustrating 
than ever. 

I have been back at work for seven weeks 
and on 12 occasions so far I and other 
commuters have been left standing at 
Harlow Town station waiting for buses that 
simply do no turn up. On three occasions 
three scheduled buses in a row did not 
arrive and I have had to take a taxi twice 
just to ensure that I arrive home in time to 
put my daughter to bed. 

This is not acceptable. Having to return 
to work following the birth of my baby has 
been hard enough without Arriva Buses 
denying me the opportunity to spend 
precious time with her in the evening. If 
the buses ran on time I should have an 
hour with her each evening but I can count 
on one hand the amount of times I have 
had this full hour with her. 

I have paid for a yearly ticket and when 
there is a schedule in place I expect the 
buses to run to this timetable. I 
understand that on occasions there are 
unforeseeable circumstances that may 
prevent this but not on a daily basis.

Service to passengers is 
now less than impressive 

SIR, When did Harlow lose its bus 
service? Maybe it’s because I’m old 
enough to remember the town bus service 
pre-privatisation when we only had one 
bus provider, but I miss the days when 
customers could expect a scheduled 
service that extended throughout the 
town. 

In today’s commercial world I’ve found 
that what a traveller should expect from 
bus service providers can be sadly less 
than impressive. 

I visited the town centre information 
kiosk to gain information on all buses 
travelling to Pinnacles. I knew that the 
number 5 bus offers a limited run during 
the rush-hour only, but I found that the 
travel advisor was unable to give any 
more information than that provided by 
the national internet website as she 
“didn’t know Harlow”. 

So on Monday, October 111 set out for 
Pinnacles as much in hope as based on a 
known schedule but was pleased to find a 
number 5 bus at the terminal at around 
8am. However, I was dismayed to hear the 
driver of the bus give a one-word answer 
of ‘no’ to an enquiry by a traveller at 
Harlow Town Station as to whether the 
number 5 bus went to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Instead of saying that he could drop her 


within a five minute walk to PAH or that 
the number 5 bus would take her to PAH 
after the rush hour, he left her with the 
worst possible result of her inquiry. Either 
she would have had to wait for another 
hour before a number 5 bus would take 
her to PAH or, presumably, she would 
believe that no number 5 bus would ever 
take her to PAH. 

If passengers can’t trust, or gain, current 
relevant information then why should 
providers think their jobs are safe? Is it 
because there are so many of us who 
don’t own cars that we are forced to use 
buses? 

Let’s consider that a poor attitude by a 
provider of a service often results in a 
poor attitude by the user and inevitably 
the user seeks alternative arrangements 
for getting to their destination.

He also said: “The 
council could use discretion and did not 
have to apply for a winding up order.” 

The CAB is now preparing to take on the 
work which in the past was down by 
HWRA, bearing in mind that staff who 
were emploiyed by HWRA have been 
made redundant. 

In the past, some clients were referred 
from the CAB to HWRA, so this would 
imply that CAB had a high regard for the 
work carried out by HWRA. It is, therefore, 
surprising to hear that there has been no 
loyalty shown to HWRA by the CAB in its 
hour of need.

Cash talks hold up 
health centre plan

COUNCIL chiefs have denied 
reports that the redevelopment 
of Lister Medical Centre in Har¬ 
low has stalled. 

Plans for a 20,000 patient sur¬ 
gery, pharmacy and community 
health clinic in Abercrombie Way 
to replace the Lister Medical Cen¬ 
tre at Staple Tye were approved 
last month. 

But the Harlow Health Centres 
Trust will now have to resubmit 
the application due to delays over 
the land sale and how much 
financial contribution it will pay 
to lessen the impact of the devel¬ 
opment. 

Cllr Phil Waite, Harlow 
Council’s portfolio holder 
for environment, said: “The 
new Lister House develop¬ 
ment has not stalled. 

“Negotiations on the 
section 106 agreement 
and land sale are continu¬ 
ing but have taken longer 
than first anticipated so 
the planning application 
has run out of the 13-week 
timescale for completion 
set by the Government. 

“This does sometimes 
happen where there is a 
large scale development and complex legal 
agreements to negotiate. 

“However we are confident that the negotia¬ 
tions will be completed shortly so the plan¬ 
ning application can be resubmitted to the 
Council for determination.” 

The Harlow Health Centres Trust is pushing 
for a replacement to the Lister Medical Centre 
at Staple Tye. 

It has been working with stakeholder doctors 
and dentists, West Essex PCT and NHS 
England for four years on developing the brief 
and design of the scheme 

Plans for the two-storey building, which 
were submitted by CAMM Architects, also 
feature a new crossover for vehicle access, a

HARLOW Foodbank has 
been steadily growing in 
size and work load since 
they opened in April 2009. 

The charity, which 
distributes emergency food 
parcels that can feed an 
individual or family in need 
for up to three days, has fed 
more than 9,000 people - 
6,139 adults and 3,071 
children. 

Since February Harlow’s 
surrounding towns and 
villages have also been able 
to benefit from the charity’s 
work. 

Gary Knott, director of 
community services said: 
“Since April we have had a 
huge increase in demand. 
It’s difficult to put our finger 
on an exact reason, 
especially since we’ve 
increased the areas we 
serve, but the welfare 
changes have definitely 
made an impact and there’s 
an ever-growing demand. 

“We work with police and 
a number of other 
organisations to make sure 
the people in need of 
emergency food have access 
to it. The Harlow Foodbank 
is all about partnership.” 

Duncan Craig, who 
volunteers at the foodbank, 
added: “We have lots of 
different people who come 


in needing our help and we 
try to make a difficult 
situation easier. 

“We try to make it feel like 
a shopping trip of some 
kind rather than people 
receiving a food handout.” 

The charity has also 
brought in a new addition to 
their food parcels with fresh 
fruit and vegetables. 

“The fresh food has gone 
down really well, and 
people are just really 
grateful to pick out a few 
pieces of fresh produce 
that’s grown from Harlow 
allotments,” said Duncan. 

“We have lots of people 
come in and it’s always for a 
number of different reasons 
like benefit changes, or 


recently losing a job, pay 
being frozen or even being 
homeless.” 

One resident, who used 
the foodbank and left 
feedback with the charity, 
said: “I would like to say a 
massive thank you for your 
generosity and kindness. I 
feel very blessed. You are 
helping to make sadness 
and misery a little bit 
brighter. Thank you.” 

Gary said: “We have a 
great team and fantastic 
volunteers. It’s about 
helping people who need 
it.” 

Duncan added: “The way 
I see the Harlow Foodbank 
is a bridge from depression 
to hope.”

A HARLOW tattooist has been 
fined a total of £200 and ordered 
to pay £645 costs after being con¬ 
victed of tattooing two young¬ 
sters under the age of 18. 

One 15-year-old teenager had a 
small tattoo on her neck while a 
16-year-old had one on her hand 
at the La Geisha studio in East 
Walk. 

Tatooist Olga Clear, 29, was 
found guilty of two offences com¬ 
mitted on December 2 and March 
27. She denied the charges and 
said both girls looked as though 
they were oiver the age of 18. 

She told Harlow Magistrates’ 
Court on Wednesday last week 
that there was a notice at the stu¬ 
dio telling clients and would-be 
clients that they must be 18 for a 
tattoo. 

Clear said that her husband Pete, 
who owns the shop, acted as 
receptionist, checked the ages of 
customers and did the paperwork. 

Mr Clear said that he had to ver¬ 
ify ages and get customers to fill 
in consent forms which detail any 
medical conditions. 

He said the first girl’s manner-

isms and dress left him in no 
doubt that she was 18. 

And he told the court that the 
second one seemed a “young 
woman” and even haggled the 
price. 

“I had no reason to believe she 
was under 18,” he added. 

The girls told magistrates they 
were aware they had to be over 18 
to have a tattoo. 

The older girl, who claimed she 
was not asked to fill in paperwork, 
said: “The man asked if I was 18 
and I said ‘yeah’.” 

Joe Bird, prosecuting, said it was 
the duty of the person who “puts 
the needle in the skin” to verify 
ages. 

Chairman of the bench Jenny 
Spalding said the system in place 
for checking ages was “inade¬ 
quate” but added: “ The girls do 
have some culpability because 
they lied.” 

Clear said after being convicted 
she was going to consider an 
appeal.

Touching base with 
the Hustlers’ coach 



O VER the years a variety 
of sports have been 
played in Harlow. And this 
week Nostalgia has been 
sent a photograph of a 
baseball team who played 
in Harlow during the 1960 s.

She said: “It will be 50 
years ago next year there 
was a baseball team called 
the Harlow Hustlers in the 
town.

Stepping back 
in time to the 
gold old days 

Full of Joys 

Moot House Players 
Moot House, The Stow 


IT’S more than a century since the 
English music hall was at its height, 
but this well-worn and familiar brand 
of entertainment still has the power to 
attract and enthrall audiences. 

Moot House Players last staged Full 
of Joys back in the 1990s and this 
revival was like bumping into an old 
friend after many years apart - warmly 
nostalgic, familiar and comfortingly 
predictable. 

As one who grew up watching The 
Good Old Days on BBC television, I felt 
the years slip away as the multi¬ 
talented cast took to the stage with 
enthusiasm and energy. Under the 
bravura leadership of Michael 
Branwell, the performers delivered a 
programme of song, dance and comedy 
across “three halves” - the middle 
“half” consisting of a suitably corny 
Victorian melodrama. 

The Great Whortlebury Race 
concerned a devious businessman’s 
dastardly plan to stop railway 
expansion and, unsurprisingly, involved 
innocent young Yvonne (Kerry 
Rowland) being tied to the railway 
track by the evil Obadiah Beeching 
(Robbie Chittick). Naturally, hero Ken 
(Dan Powell) saved the day and won 
the girl. 

On the musical side there were 
amusing period songs delightfully sung 
by harmony duo Lynne Heraud and Pat 
Turner. Heather Bygrave delivered 
some saucy cockney numbers in an 
appropriately cheeky style while Jon 
McNamara had the audience singing 
along with the chorus to perennial 
favourite I’m Henery the Eighth. 

Jennifer Southwell had everyone 
chuckling with Nellie Wallace’s lovelorn 
ditty Under The Bed while bass- 
baritone James Miller drew resounding 
cheers with his beautiful rendition of 
Old Man River. 

There were a few fluffed lines and 
late entrances but nothing could spoil 
the enjoyment. The audience seized 
every opportunity to join in with the 
company’s sing-along choruses while 
piano accompanists Christopher 
Redman and Jennifer Newburn kept 
everything jogging along at a good 
pace. 

There was some sure-footed clog 
dancing from Glynis Cheers and Hilary 
McNamara while director Geoff Leeds 
and his wife Jacqui raised laughs with 
a comic song about a pair of lisping 
lovers. 

And while a railway disaster might 
not seem the subject for levity, 
Edinburgh poet William Topaz 
McGonagall’s execrable ode The Tay 
Bridge Disaster was recited in suitably 
melodramatic style by the Players’ 
resident Scotsman, Robbie Chittick. 

Dan Powell, ably assisted by Auntie 
(Henrietta Branwell) delivered a series 
of truly excruciating jokes, but what 
did it matter? The audience expected 
the groan-worthy punchlines and were 
ready to laugh in any case. 

And this was the whole point of the 
show. It was corny; it was old hat - but 
that’s what the audience expected, 
that’s what the audience wanted and 
that’s what the audience got!

Jazz guitarist Jim

AWARD-winning international 
guitarist Jim Douglas will join John 
Petters Swing Band for the final jazz 
session of the season at St John's 
ARC in Old Harlow next week.

After cutting his professional teeth 
in German jazz clubs, Jim joined the 
Clyde Valley Stompers with whom 
he had a hit version of Peter and The 
Wolf. 


He then joined the Alex Welsh 
Band which rocketed him to 
international fame. 

As the leading jazz ensemble 
of its kind, the Welsh band was 
selected to accompany many of 
the influential American jazz 
soloists and before long Jim found 
himself play alongside New Orleans 
trumpet legend, Henry 'Red' Allen, 
a performance which was filmed for 
the top BBC show Jazz 625. 

After Welsh's premature death, 

Jim freelanced and appeared in 
successful touring jazz shows such as 
Let's Do it and Lady Sings the Blues.

THE HUNGER GAMES: CATCHING FIRE 

certificate 12A, 2h26m 

BUILDING on the robust foundations of last 
year's opening salvo, Catching Fire is a lean and 
muscular sequel which strikes a pleasing balance 
between brawn and brains. 

Director and scriptwriters Michael Arndt and 
Simon Beaufoy aren't in a hurry to bludgeon us 
with bloodshed and savagery. Instead they invest 
precious time in developing sinewy emotional 
bonds between characters and light the fuse on 
civil unrest that will explode in the concluding 
chapter. 

The film opens with resilient heroine Katniss 
Everdeen (Jennifer Lawrence) back in District 12, 
hunting alongside her beau, Gale Hawthorne 
(Liam Hemsworth). They steal a kiss in secret 
before Katniss returns to the Victors' Village to 
continue her fake romance with Peeta Mellark 
(Josh Hutcherson) for the cameras. President 


Snow (Donald Sutherland) is waiting for her. 

"I think we'll make this whole situation a lot 
simpler by agreeing not to lie to each other,'' 
growls Snow, who threatens Gale's life if Katniss 
steps out of line. 

Flanked by booze-sodden mentor Haymitch 
Abernathy (Woody Harrelson) and sartorially 
daring escort Effie Trinket (Elizabeth Banks), 
Katniss and Peeta tour the districts, scenting 
rebellion in the air. 

Meanwhile, Snow recruits a new Games 
creator, Plutarch Heavensbee (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman), to stage a special anniversary 
tournament known as the Quarter Quell, which 
will pit the darlings of District 12 against former 
winners in the ultimate duel of death. 

In the arena, Katniss and Peeta risk everything 
once again to keep each other alive, forging 
alliances with cocksure Finnick Odair (Sam Claflin) 
and his elderly mentor Mags (Lynn Cohen), 
quixotic duo Beetee (Jeffrey Wright) and Wiress 
(Amanda Plummer) and rabble-rousing loose 
cannon Johanna Mason (Jena Malone). 


Running six minutes longer that the first film, 
Catching Fire whets the appetite for a devastating 
final stand. The script turns up the heat on the 
central love triangle to a brisk simmer, while 
Lawrence and Hutcherson expertly navigate their 
characters' conflicting emotions, 

With an extra $50m in the sequel's budget, 
production design doesn't disappoint and 
costume designer Trish Summerville pulls out the 
stops for Effie's wacky wardrobe, including a dress 
festooned with monarch butterflies. 

Most of the violence in the arena takes place off 
screen but as the cliffhanger ending of the sequel 
makes clear, before every storm there is a lull.

I REGULARLY drive past 
a beautiful old house 
and over the past few 
years have seen it slip 
further and further into 
disrepair. 

Now all I notice as I 
drive by is the crumbling 
plasterwork and peeling 
paint rather than its 
stunning architecture. 

No-one wants to see a 
home that isn’t well 
maintained. On-going 
upkeep is more crucial 
than ever, with buyers 
reluctant to sign up for 
unknown repair bills. 

We all know the 
problems associated 
with escalating costs - 
what starts out as a 
£100 job can escalate 
into a £5,000 repair if 
left unattended. Keeping 
on top of a property and 
doing little jobs as they 
become necessary is 
always worth it. 

Prevention is always 
better than cure. 

Regular maintenance of 
your home is less 
intrusive and expensive 
than letting it decay and 
having to fix it from the 
bottom up again.

ADVENT marks the beginning of the Christian 
year. It is the four weeks before Christmas 
beginning on November 30 or the nearest 
Sunday to it. This year it starts on Sunday 
December 1 and is the Church's New Year's 
Day. 

The word Advent comes from the Latin 
'adventus' which means 'arrival' or 'coming'. 
This time for Christians is a season of hope and 
the period of preparation for celebration of the 
birth of Jesus. They also look forward to 
the time that Jesus will come again 

The clergy usually wear purple 
or royal blue vestments in their 
churches during Advent. 

During Advent there are no 
flowers decorating the 
church, but it is customary 
to have an Advent Crown 
- also known as an 
Advent Wreath. 


c_Tc(i/ent QAAeatfos 

The Advent wreath is a circular 
garland of evergreen branches 
representing eternity. On that 


wreath, five candles are typically arranged. 
During the season of Advent one candle on the 
wreath is lit each Sunday as a part of the 
Advent services. Each candle represents an 
aspect of the spiritual preparation for the 
coming of Jesus Christ. 

Set on the branches of the wreath are four 
candles: three purple candles and one pink 
candle. In the centre of the wreath sits a white 
candle. 

On the first Sunday of Advent, 
the first purple candle is lit. 

This candle is typically called 
the "Prophecy Candle" in 
i remembrance of the 

prophets, primarily Isaiah, 
who foretold the birth of 
Christ. This candle 
represents hope or 
expectation. 

Each week on 
Sunday, an additional 
candle is lit. On the 
second Sunday of Advent, 
the second purple candle 
is lit. This candle typically 
represents love. Some 
traditions call this the 



"Bethlehem Candle," symbolizing Christ's 
manger. 

On the third Sunday of Advent the pink or 
rose-coloured candle is lit. This pink candle is 
customarily called the 
"Shepherds' Candle" and 
it represents joy. 

The fourth and last 
purple candle, oftentimes 
called the "Angels' 

Candle," represents 
peace and is lit on the 
fourth Sunday of Advent. 

On Christmas Eve, the 
white centre candle is 
traditionally lit. This is 
called the "Christ Candle" 
and represents the life of 
Christ that has come into 
the world. The colour 
white represents purity. 

Also, those who receive 
Christ as Saviour are 
washed of their sins.

Advent Calendars have 
been used for more than 
150 years and become 
increasingly popular every | 
year. From traditional 
calendars to calendars 
with chocolate treats 

featuring popular TV stars, there is a calendar 
for all tastes! 

The origin of the calendar, like so many of our 
Christmas traditions, started in Germany in the 
19th century. Different methods of counting 
down the days to the celebration of Christmas 
were used. 



Drawing a chalk line to mark off the days, 
later lighting a candle every night or putting up 
small religious pictures marked each day until 
Christmas. The first printed calendar was 

produced by Gerhard Lang 
in Germany. When he was a 
child, his mother attached 
little candies to a piece of 
cardboard and each day 
Gerhard would take one off. 
His first printed calendar 
consisted of miniature 
coloured pictures that would 
be attached to a piece of 
cardboard each day in 
December. Later Advent 
calendars were made with 
little doors to open on each 
day. The child might find a 
small piece of candy, a 
Christmas picture, a religious 
picture or a bible verse. 

The first Advent calendars 
were based on 24 days with 
Christmas Eve as the last 
night. Today, the traditional 
German calendars still show 
24 days, but in the UK, it's 
not uncommon to also find 
ones with 25 days with the 
last opening on Christmas 
Day. 

Advent Calendars can be 
found everywhere 
Christmas is celebrated and 
have been made with many 
different themes. There are 
permanent ones with little drawers that are 
opened every day, felt pieces to decorate a 
tree, religious icons behind the different doors 
and lots of pop-culture/character Advent 
calendars. The traditional ones are still a paper/ 
cardboard piece with a small treasure behind 
the doors.

THE word Christmas (or 
Christ's Mass) comes from the 
Old^nglish name 'Cristes 
Maesse' - Christ's Mass - and 
is the celebration of the birth 
of Jesus. The first recorded 
observance occurred in Rome 
in AD360, but it wasn't until 
AD440 that the Christian 
Church fixed a celebration date 
of 25 December. 

Although Christmas is 
celebrated on the 25th 
December, in the run up to the 
day itself we send cards, watch 
nativity plays and go to carol 
services. Christmas 
decorations, which were once 
only put up in our homes and 
churches on Christmas Eve 
now start appearing as early 
as October and November. It's 
hard to believe that many 
people once thought it was 
extremely unlucky to bring 
evergreens, the traditional item 
to decorate homes, into the 
house before December 24. 


Red and green are the 
traditional colours of 
Christmas. 

Green represents the 
continuance of life through the 
winter and the Christian belief 
in eternal life and red 
symbolizes the blood that 
Jesus shed at His Crucifixion. 
People also hang greenery 
around the house, such as 
holly and ivy. The needle like 
points of holly leaves are 
thought to resemble the crown 
of thorns that Jesus wore 
when He was crucified. The 
red berries symbolise the 
drops of blood He shed. 

It is considered unlucky if 
you don't take your 
decorations down before the 
end of the 12th Day of 
Christmas, on January 5. This 
custom has been around since 
the reign of Queen Victoria. Up 
until the 19th Century, people 
would keep their decorations 
of holly, ivy, box, yew, laurel 


and mistletoe up until 
February 2, Candlemas Day, 
the end of the Christmas 
season, 40 days after the birth 
of Jesus. 

Robert Herrick in his poem 
'Ceremonies for Candlemas 
Eve' wrote: 

Down with the rosemary and 
bays, 

Down with the mistletoe; 

Instead of holly, 
now up-raise V j

In fact many of 
our Christmas 
customs began 
long before Jesus ^ » J 
was born. They 
came from 
earlier festivals 

which had nothing ^ 


had mid-winter festivals when 
the days were shortest and the 
sunlight weakest. They 
believed that their ceremonies 
would give the sun back its 
power. The Romans, for 
example, held the festival of 
Saturnalia around December 
25. They decorated their 
homes with evergreens to 
remind them of Saturn, their 
harvest god, to return the 
following spring.

IF you're having guests over for 
Christmas dinner this year make it extra 
special by creating the perfect 
Christmas dining table 

From preparing your table in advance, 
to adding the perfect finishing touches 
with pretty Christmas decorations and 
keepsakes, your table is your showcase 
for presenting your celebratory meal so 
make sure it's up to the job! 

But before you add your Christmas 
table decorations, make sure you've 
covered the basics. . . 

If your dining room isn't long enough 
for an extended table, moving it to a 
long hallway could be the answer. Or 
use the living room, with the Christmas 
tree and presents on display; it's a 
festive and informal place to eat.

THE signing of talented ex-Hertfordshire and 
Saffron Walden star Neil Gladwin plus former 
Sawbridgeworth skipper Joe Holland has sure¬

Captain Ashley Alderson is excited about 
Holland and Gladwin turning out for his men in 
the 2014 season. 

Alderson made an excellent fist of his first 
stint of captaincy as he led the team to seventh 
place in the Shepherd Neame Essex League 
division three, in a tight league in which only 26 
points separated them from the runners-up. 

He admitted he had offered the captaincy to 
prodigal son Gladwin, returning to his cricket¬ 
ing roots, but the 35-year-old wants Alderson to 
continue his excellent progress in stewarding 
the side.

Gladwin explained: “The back hurt so much 
when I got up on a Sunday after playing for 
Saffron Walden last season, and Pat Yates is a 
good ’keeper. 

“I am not going to play cricket for a living and 
I always said I would come back. Now is a good 


time to come back. I am looking forward to it 
and at four or five I can help to stabilise it [the 
batting] 

He added: “It will be good fun. The guys are all 
quite young. I want to help them get up the 
leagues. 

“You might have four at a net session at Saffron 
Walden, but they could get away with it, but 
with Harlow you have 30.” 

The duo’s arrival will also strengthen the 
other teams as better players drop down to play 
for the twos, three and fours, who came close to 
promotion last term. 

Club chairman Stuart Alderson said: “Their 
experience of playing at the highest level of club 
cricket, coupled with the young and exciting 
talent we have available will undoubtedly gen¬ 
erate a lot of buzz and excitement, let’s hope it 
also bring some success.”

OFF the pitch, Harlow Cricket Club is close to landing a six-figure grant 
which will pay for a new clubhouse in the middle of the first and second 
pitches, in a south west location which will mean it is covered by the sun 
from dawn to dusk.

This year is the 241st anniversary of cricket being played in Harlow and 
the club has been based in its present location off Chippingfield for 150 
years.

President and chairman Alan Howick explained: “This project is very 
green. There will also be car parking for four teams. It will be a 
community asset. It will be open 52 weeks a year.” 

The businessman, co-owner of Old Harlow based Howick & Brooker 
Estate Agents, hopes construction of the clubhouse will be completed in 
2015 once Harlow Council agree to revised plans. 

The club have also approached Netteswell and Burnt Mill Cricket Club 
and asked them to use Marigolds as their permanent home.

A NEW era is being ushered in at 
Harlow Cricket Club after the 
departure of key player Andy 
McGarry and chairman and first 
team manager Mike Boyers, 
while Luke Heskett has lost the 
first team captaincy.
